Ninth Congressional District Gives 
Bradliy a Black Eya. 



Bitter Fight For Delegates— Mason's 
ManDefcattdby a SUck Trick 
Judgt ?afk l«BomiB«lt4. 



Tht Republicans of tho Nintli ConKres- 
•loaal district liavo taken eome more 
of th* wind out of Brodiey't Presidential 
boom. 

Tliey >;ave the (lovcnior a black oye at 
their conventions in ttiis city Tuesday. 

The manner in which the mention of 
the CJovernnr's namo was received was 
chilling in tlie extreme to liis ardent ad- 
miren. Of a troth, however, he didn't 
•eem to have oiany frlanda in tht oon- 
vention. 

The mention of McKinley'a name was 
about the only thing that teemed to 

warm up the boys. 

Hon. Ed. Daum.of Bracken, called the 
convention to order at 10.45 and said 
that some confusion seemed to exist as 
to the time and object of the two con- 
vention!. The ConKressional convention 
he stated waa to meet at lOtSO to nomi- 
nate a candidate for C(in>jre.«s and also to 
name a new member of the State Central 
Committee. Daom thanked the party 
ffir tlie lienor of scrviiifr as tln'ir District 
Chairman for the past four years. He 
thought, or said so, that the Republicans 
had accomplished wonders darinj; tho 
two years ; they had elected I'ugh and 
the Kreat, pure and only brilliant Billy 
O. Bradley, &c. 

Judge Ilutchina nominated 0. S. Dem- 
in;; for permanent Chairman. This 
brought on a lengthy and wordy discii.s- 
slon between Mr. Barns, of Boyd, and 
Dr. Rowmati, of Lewis. Tho two hitter 
asked that the business of tho conven- 
tion proceed regularly, and they moved 
that the convention first elect a tem- 
porary organization. 

Captain Hutchins explained that his 
motion was made in order to hurry tho 
work of the convention. He said that it 
didn't matter one way or the other, as 
there was oidy one candidate to be voted 
for— I'liiih. 

Bums insisted that the convention 
regularly proceed to the election of a 
temporary Chairman and Secretary. 

The temporary ori;anizat ion was finally 
effected by the election of Judge Doming, 
of Robertson, Chairman, and Thomas A. 
Davis, of Mason, Secretary, with all 
Other Republican newspaper men as- 
sistants. 

.Tiiilirc Demm;: on aHHiimin;: tlic chair 
delivered a speech, or rather read one. 
He took a shot at the British lion and 
was in favor of twisting the nnimal's tail 
until the beast's howla could be heard 
throughout the land. He complimented 
all the prominent 'g. o. p. aspirants for 
tho I'residency, The mention of Gov. 
Bradley's nanu; was ^roeted with a few 
faint hand claps. McKialey's Aame 
came next and the cheers that greeted 
the Ohioan's name wliowed how the 
crowd stood on this question. Deming 
thanked the convention for the honor 
and plead for patient cooperation. He 
said in 18o<J be was about the only Re- 
publican in the district and now there 
were thouf-ands, and that victory had 
perched on the Republican standard, and 
pointed to the magniflcient change in 
politics, closing; by askinj» renewed alle- 
giance to the Hag and to make fjouisville 
the magic password to a onited brother- 
hood and party. 

A call of the counties followed for the 
appointment of Committees on Creden- 
tials and Resolutions. These committees 
were named, Hon. W. H. Wadsworth rep. 
resenting; MaHon on the first committee 
and Milton Johnson, lilsq., on the second. 

While the committees were out the 
delegates were entertained with short 
speeches by John!'. McCartney, of Film- 
ing, and W. A. Byron, of Brsoken. I 
The Committee on Credentials re- 
ported the full list of delegates. All the 
counties were represented, but some of 
them had rather slim delegations. 
Itowan had only one delegate,— Howard 
M. Logan,— Bath sent only two and Car- 
ter less than half a dozen. The report 
was adopted. 

TheCommittee onRwolatloiM itported 
the following:

The resolutions were adopted. 



Prater, of Carter, and Judge Wadsworth 
of this city, and then the nomination 
was made by acclamation. 

8ome of the delegates wanted to choose 
a District Obairaiao, bat tbia waa ruled 
out of order, and tha ooavention then ad 
journed till i p. m. 

Theoonveatton reassembled at 2 o'clock 
to select district delegates to tha national 
convention, a member of the State Cen 
tral Committee and nominate a candidate 
for elector. They went through the for- 
mality of reorganizing, although most 
everybody aaMBad aiudom to expedite 
matters. 

Committees on mies, permanent or- 
ganization and resolutions, consisting of 
one from each county, were appointed. 
Judge Hntchins represented Mason on 

the Committee on Or^ranization, Milton 
Johnson on the Committee on liules and 
W. H. Wadsworth on the Committee on 
Resolutions. 

TheCommittee on Permanent Organiz- 
ation reported R. D. Davis, of Ashland, 
for Chairman and Thomas A. Davis for 
Secretary, with all other Republican 
newspaper men for assistants. Adopted. 

Chairman Davis was escorted to his 
position and provoked a laugh at Judge 
Deming's expense by stating that he had 
left his speech at home. He added that 
they would proceed at once to business. 

The Committee on Rules reported, 
naming the order of business and limit- 
ing to three minutes all speeches nomi- 
nating candiilates for district delegate and 
for other positions to be tilled. The re- 
port also sjiecilied that only one person 
could be voted for on any ballot for dis- 
trict delegate. 

The Committee on Resolntions was not 
ready to report, and the convention voted 
to i)roceed with the order of business. 

A call of the counties was had for nom- 
inations for district delegate. George M. 
Dickey, of Harrison, John P. McCartney, 
of Fleming, and A. ^f. ,1. Cochran, of 
Mason, were placed in nomination. 

The first ballot resulted in the election 
of Mr. ^^cCartney, the voti? as announced 
stamling as follows: McCartney lOS, 
Dickey ;'.:! and Cochran 61. 

Th(! Chairman ruled that nouiiiiatious 
were again in order for the renuiiuiug po- 
sition of delegate. Col. Frank Coles, of 
Ashland, was the only new aspirant 
named. The ballot resulted : Dickey L'li, 
Coles 85, Cochran SI. No election. 

The only sensational incident of the 
day transpired during the third ballot, 
and times were lively for a few minutes. 
The Fleming delegation had been solid 
for Cochran all along, but one of the 
ddeg.ates got the floor and cast three <f 
Fleming's votes for Coles, giving him just 
enough to elect Col. McCartney came 
rushing in a moment later ami rapping 
one of the delegates over the shoulder 
with a paper wanted to know what they 
meant. He entered a strong protest 
against any of the vote going to Coles. 
Hon. R. C. Burns, Coles' right hand man, 
got the floor and said one of the lumla- 
mental principles of the Republican party 
is that ev(^ry man is a free man and has 
the right to vote as he pleases. He said 
Fleming's vote had been cast, Mr. Coles 
hail been elected, and in the name of llie 
2,500 liepublican majority of tlie eastern 
end of the district he " dared any political 
boss to changt! the vote." 

This infuriated McCartney and with 
long strides he rushed down the aisle 
and climbed over on the stage. The 
convention was in an uproar. A Carter 
County delegate joined Burns in his chal- 
lenge to change the vote. McCartney 
made a Itot reply to iiurns, shook hia list 
at him and told him he was always ready 
to accept any challenge. 

In the midst of the wrangle, Harrison 
County withdrew Dickey and cast her 
filteen votes for Coles, settling the fight 
in favor of the Ashland man. 

A tcli'ijtam from Congressman Tugh 
was read by Judge Wadsworth, thanking 
the convention for honoring him with a 
re nomination. 

Dr. T. S. Bradford, of Augusta, and 
Jodge J. B. Wilhoit, of Grayson, were 
elected alternate delegates by aoolaina- 
tion. 

The Committee on Resolutions was 
now given the floor and presented two 
reports. They stood 7 to fl. The major- 
ity report endorsed Mradh^y's administra- 
tion, but instructed the delegates for Mc- 
Kinley for President. The minority 

wanted to instruct for liradley (irst, with 
McKinley as a second choice. The ma* 
Jority report instrueting for McKinley 
was adopted by a vote of 112 to 80. 

Itobert iiuckler, of Mt. Olivet, was 
nominated for district elector by accla- 
mation, and J. S. Hufi of Carlisle was 
chosen a member of the State Central 
Committee by acclamation. 

Dr. Bowman nominated H. D. Gregory, 
of Carter, for District Chairman. Some 
one suggested that tiio district's member 
of the btate Central Committee waa Dis- 
trict Chairman. The delegate from Tien- 

T.sin insisted that he " knew what he 
was aliout," and Mi. ( irei;ory was elected. 

Mr. Iturns then made tho point of or- 
der that Mr. < ire^iory's election was no 
good, and that .Mr. Huit' waa District 



the 4 o'clock train for Louisville, and the 
convention adjourned itself in much cor.* 
fusion withoat complatiQg tha business 
before it. 



The defeat of Mr. Cochran for district 
delegate was accomplished by a very 
shrewd trick worked by Col. Coles' right 
hand man, Hon. R. C. Bums. Coles' 
friends figured out 121 votes for McCart- 
ney and 113 votes for Cochran, indnding 
the IS from Lawrence who WSN also 
instructed for Coles. Without these 18 
votes Cochran would lack a few of elec- 
tion, so Coles' friends hit upon a scheme 
to bring the tight between him and Coch- 
ran, being assured of Lawrence's vote in 
that event. This was accomplished by 
the rule reported by Mr. Burns, allowing 
the counties tO vote for only one candi- 
date on any ballot. McCartney won on 
fliat ballot, and then came the fight be* 
twaen Coles anil Cochran, and as Law- 
rence could vote for only one of these 
her vote naturally went to her dose 
political neighbor, and the .\shland man 
won. The devilment waa done before 
the Mason oountians dropped on to 
the trick. ,
